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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen of Surry are pleased to provide the townspeople 
with this review of accomplishments that occurred during the past year. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 


ROAD REPAIRS - Another portion of the Old Walpole Road was 
rebuilt and repaved. Approximately 1,250 feet of pavement was 
replaced this year. 

COMPUTER INSTALLATION - A new computer was added to 
the Selectmen’s Office. 

TOWN HALL FURNACES - Both furnaces required replacement 
during the past year. Trust Funds were used to carry out the 
replacement. 


PROJECTIONS: 


CULVERT/BRIDGE REPAIRS - The town has received a letter of 
deficiency from the State concerning the dam road culvert. The 
State is requesting that we repair the culvert as soon as possible. 
POLICE CRUISER - Continue the capital reserve fund in 
anticipation of replacement in the future. 

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT TRUCK - Continue the capital 
reserve fund. No action was taken on the suggestion to acquire a 
second vehicle (One-Ton Truck). Purchasing a second truck will 
postpone the eventual replacement of the larger highway 
department workhorse. 

TOWN HALL ROOF - It is anticipated that major roof repairs will 
be needed in the not too distant future. 

LAND ACQUISITION - The last lot in the Town Cemetery may 
soon be sold. The selectmen are looking for suitable parcels of land 
to become the next cemetery. 

OLD WALPOLE ROAD RESURFACING - Approximately three 
years remain in the construction and resurfacing of this major town 
roadway.

2. To hear the reports of the Town Officers and Committees. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$74,000 for the reconstruction of the Rodger’s Pond culvert on the Surry 
Dam Road; to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the sum of $32,600 and 
any remaining interest from the Capital Reserve fund established for this 
purpose; the remaining balance of $41,400 to be raised by taxation in the 
current budget year of 1997, or to take any action in relation thereto. The 
Selectmen and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required.) 


4. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 to add to the Capital Reserve fund for the purpose of construction 
of the Rodger’s Pond culvert on the Surry Dam Road at the outlet of Mill 
Pond, or to take any action in relation thereto. (Majority vote required.) 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$35,000.00 for the purpose of making improvements to a portion of Old 
Walpole Road, or to take any action in relation thereto. The Selectmen and 
the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required.) 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve fund for the purpose of purchasing 
Highway Equipment, or to take any action in relation thereto. The 
Selectmen and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required.) 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 to add to the Capital Reserve fund for the purpose of purchasing a 
vehicle for the use of the Police Department, or to take any action in 
relation thereto. The Selectmen and the Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000 for the purpose of paving the parking and entrance areas adjacent 
to the east side of the Fire Station, or to take any action in relation thereto. 
The Selectmen recommend this appropriation and the Budget Committee 
does not recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


9. To see if the Town will vote to permit the Town Clerk to sell the 
rights to a cemetery deed for Lot #50 in the Village Cemetery, or to take 
any action thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
RSA 202-A:4-d authorizing the library trustees to accept gifts of personal 
property, other than money, which may be offered to the library for any 
public purpose. And further to require that prior to the acceptance of any 
such gift, valued at over $5,000, the public library trustees shall hold a 
public hearing on the proposed acceptance. Provided, however, that no 
acceptance of personal property by the library trustees shall be deemed to 
bind the Town or the library trustees to raise, repair or replace such 
personal property. This authorization to remain in effect until rescinded by 
a vote of the town meeting. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget for the 
calendar year 1997 and to raise and appropriate the money to be expended 
according to the budget. 


12. To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SURRY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department exhibited a slight increase in overall activity 
from last year, but the seriousness of incidents and crime has risen sharply. 
So much so, that we ran a day car several times this past year. We will 
probably continue these daytime patrol shifts in an attempt to curb our 
daytime criminal activity and have a more visible presence during daytime 
hours. We feel with all the daytime residential break-ins in surrounding 
towns, this will help keep our citizens’ homes safe from intrusion. We 
obviously can’t be everywhere at all times, but the added visibility will 
help. Criminal Mischief cases have soared this year; another reason for 
added coverage. On a positive note, our activity has taken a substantial 
drop at the Rec Area. With the Fee Booth in operation at the main gate, we 
don’t have nearly the amount of traffic just “driving through.” This was 
where the majority of trouble seemed to come from. The Police 
Department covered less motor vehicle accidents in 1996. Unfortunately, 
one resulted in a fatality. 

The town has finally succeeded in eliminating recreational vehicle 
usage in the sand pit behind the Village. We are actively patrolling the pits 
AND handing out summonses to violators. All unauthorized vehicles are 
now PROHIBITED from the sand pits. 

The Police Department still continues to attend numerous training 
sessions and classes. The tactical and classroom training received by the 
Police Department provides the Town of Surry with a professional and 
knowledgeable local Police Agency. This is a very necessary piece of 
Police work. Remember, smaller towns than ours have made National news 
because of serious crime incidents. The Police Department would rather not 
make Surry famous for activity such as this. 

Our major equipment purchase this year was a couple of portable 
radios. These have many more capabilities than the older ones we were 
Carrying including more channels. Now that there is a base unit in the Rec 
Area Fee Booth, we need to monitor them in case there is a problem. These 
should serve us well for many years. 

Thank you once again is extended to the Surry Fire, Rescue and 
Highway departments for their continued assistance and support 
throughout the year.

Annual Report to Towns 
Ashuelot Local River Advisory Committee | 
Activity During 1996 


The Ashuelot River from May Pond in Washington to its confluence with 
the Connecticut River in Hinsdale was enrolled in the NH Rivers 
Management and Protection Program by the Legislature in 1993. 
Enrollment was based on support of the program by towns through which 
the Ashuelot flows and on documentation of river corridor resources. The 
program established the Ashuelot Local River Advisory Committee (LAC) 
for the purpose of providing towns with recommendations for protecting 
or otherwise making the best use of those resources. The Ashuelot LAC 
undertakes this project with the philosophy that the river corridor is a 
unique and invaluable feature shared by residents and land owners 
throughout its reach -- truly a public asset. 


During 1996, the LAC completed draft chapters of the Plan for the river 
from Washington through Keene. The LAC intends to complete the draft 
Corridor management Plan during the Spring of 1997. The draft will be 
made available for public review and comment and LAC members will 
meet with local Conservation Commissions and Planning Boards to discuss 
and possibly revise the draft Plan. 


The Plan will present findings and recommendations for land use planning 
and resource conservation in the Ashuelot Corridor. This includes 
protecting historic sites and natural areas, ensuring pollution prevention 
and responsible public access, and balancing river bank land owners’ needs 
with protection of the public resource. Priority issues in LAC deliberations 
and meetings with experts are: protection of water quality, public education 
about best management practices for use of fertilizers and chemicals, and 
responsible public access. 


The LAC looks forward to sharing its findings with the river community 
and discussing plans to protect our river with all interested parties. The 
LAC also hopes to become a resource for information and advice to 
municipal boards and private land owners in matters of River Corridor 
protection. The LAC is also allowed the opportunity to review and 
comment on permits for environmental permits within the Corridor, but 
without intervention authority. 


The LAC also received a Partnership Grant from the Connecticut River 
Joint Commissions in 1996 to publish pamphlets about the Corridor in 
addition to the Corridor Plan. 


The Ashuelot LAC meets monthly at the Southwest Region Planning 
Commission. For further information, please contact me or Jeff Porter, 
SWRPC, at 357-0557. The LAC receives assistance from Southwest 
Region Planning Commission and the NH Dept. of Environmental Services 
Rivers Program.
